Has  Interestins 
Lincoln  Ring 

Harvey  Avery,  3921  W.  Dawson  St., 
is  the  owner  of  a  very  interesting  item 
of  Lincolniapa.  It  is  an  ox  ring  dated 
1830  with  Abraham  Lincoln's  initials 
in  it. 

Harvey  Avery  has  recently  been  in 
correspondence  with  the  Lincoln  His- 
torical Research  Foundation  at  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  with  a  view  ,  of  ex- 
hil)iting  it  along  with  other  I^^incoln 
relics  from  individual  owners  all  over 
the  country,  in  a  special  showing 
which  the  Foundation,  is  planning  for 
early  summer. 

The  special  exhibit  of  Lincoln  relics 
will  be  a  feature  of  the  ceremonies 
with  which  the  Foundation  will  dedi- 
cate its  heroic  statue  of  Lincoln.  This 
massive  bronze,  on  which  Paul  Man- 
ship,  famous  American  sculptor  has 
been  at  work  since  1928,  and  which 
rises  on  its  pedestal  and  plinth  to  a 
height  of  21  feet,  is  the  first  statue 
erected  anywhere  representing  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  as  a  youth.  Appropriate 
enough,  the  statue  will  be  erected  on 
the  plaza  in  front  of  the  stately  home 
office  of  the  Lincoln  National  Life  In- 
surance Company,  on  the  top  floor  of 
which  the  Foundation  has  its  Lincoln 
library  and  museum. 
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
